This Action is in response to the Preliminary Amendment 
filed on March 10, 1993. 

Claims 14 to 17 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 14 is incomplete in that there is no recitation in the 
claim on how the four external terminals are coupled with the 
control means to form a circuit in a RAM. Further, lines 16 to 
21 are functional in that no means to detect when all the signals 
are at the required states has been recited in the claim. Claim 
14 appears to be nothing more than a functional recitation of 
signal states with no structure recited to perform or respond to 
the required states. Claim 15 is confusing since lines 10 and 11 
of claim 14 recite that the fourth terminal is used to receive a 
signal for designating an operational mode. Does the fourth 
terminal respond to both address and operational mode signals?
